ADVICE TO HELP YOU SUCCEED WITH ROSES 
by Alex Tuschinsky 


. Buy only No. 1 grade, field-grown healthy rose plants with at least two or three strong canes. 
. Choose a sunny location away from trees and shrubs, in a place where the soil is naturally well drained; otherwise, drain- 


age must be provided. 


. Preparation of Bed: If soil is gravel or hard clay, tt must be removed to a depth of 18 inches and replaced with good 


top soil. Humus should be mixed with this top soil in the form of rose food, cow manure, tobacco powder or Vitaloam. 
(All of these ttems, tncluding top soil, available at Hillsdale.) 


. How to Plant Dormant Roses: Roses should be planted 18 inches apart each way. Remove wrapping just before 


planting and dig holes large enough and deep enough so roots can be spread out naturally without curling or bending 
them. Place plant deep enough so graft union will be about 1 inch below the surface of the ground. Cover roots with 
soil and firm the earth about them as hole is filled in. Then water to soak the soil thoroughly. Cover plants with a 
heavy burlap blanket for two weeks. During this period, sprinkle the blanket lightly once a day. No pruning of Hills- 
dale dormant roses Is necessary ‘at planting time. 


. How to Re-plant Potted Roses: Roses should be planted 18 tnches apart each way. Simply slit the paper pot and 


carefully peel it off. The balls of earth containing the Hillsdale roses are then gently set in holes which are dug deep 
enough so the graft unions are 1 inch below the surface of the bed or ground. Press the fill-in soil firmly around the 
ball of earth as hole is filled in. Water immediately to soak soil thoroughly. No pruning necessary at planting time. 


. Care After Planting, Cultivation and Watering: Frequent cultivation after planting is necessary in order to keep 


the ground loose between the watering periods. Water the plants thoroughly at least once each week in the evening. 
Do not sprinkle. Use either a water-soaker or a Ross Root Feeder, both of which are available in our Garden Store. 
Care After Planting, Mulching: A lot of effort in cultivation may ke saved by using, during summer, a 2-inch mulch 


of any of the following: Peat moss, corncob mulch, or well-rotted cattle manure. AII of these mulches can be purchased 
at Hillsdale Garden Store. 


. Care After Planting, Spraying or Dusting: Either spraying or dusting is necessary at least once a week after the 


plants leaf out. This chore has been greatly simplified by the use of all-purpose dusts and sprays. Either dust or 
spray is available as a combination fungicide and insecticide. Consult us for recommendations. 


. Care After Planting. Fertilizing: When the plant shows 2 to 3 inches of new growth, then apply a reasonable amount 


of Hillsdale Rose Food each month throughout the summer. Follow directions on the Hillsdale Rose Food label. 
Winter Protection: Hill the earth up carefully around each rose bush from 4 to 6 inches above the natural ground level. 
Use extra good top soil for this purpose. Then cover the whole bed with a mulch of. straw 3 to 4 inches deep. 
Spring Pruning: All roses need to be pruned once a year. During the Jatter part of March or early April, weather 
permitting (after mulch has been removed), remove all dead canes back to ground level and prune back all winter- 
aaa canes to live or green wood. Also prune back all other canes on the rose bush to about 8 to 12 inches above 
grounc 
NOTE: Climbing roses do not require any pruning or cutting back of canes, except the removal of dead canes to 
ground level and thinning out of old large woody canes. Also should any of the climber canes be winter damaged, 
they too should be pruned back to a point just below the damage line. 
Early Spring Care: Remove winter mulch and level the soil in between the roses; clean up the bed and remove all 
sticks, leaves and debris, and spray or dust the rose plants and the bed with a good fungicide.
